As in law is found the security of righta, 
and as woman has been denied the constructive 
rights of the Declaration and Constitution, she 
must seek recognition in specific law, by an amena- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States. 

The great effort of the National Woman-Suffrage 
Association this year will be fer a Sixteenta 
Amendment which shall specifically declare wom- 
an's right to the ballot. The right of petition is 
woman's only recognized method of influencing 
legislation; a million names to the Forty- üfth 
Congress would have a at moral influence upon 
Congress and the Nat The United States 
already has three classes of voters: the black man, 
naturalized male citizens, and amnestied Rebels; 
each of these has the right to the ballot under 
United States authority. Though, by deeision of 
the Supreme Court in case of Virginia L. Minor. of 
Missouri, all women were remanded to the States, 
yet, as the National Government had power to in- 
vest with the bailot in the above instances, it has 
like power to enfranchise woman. 

Let us, therefore, meet and discuss the best 
methods of obtaining this great object.

We have repeatedly called attention to the 
fact that the bill now before the Legislature 
establishing Appellate Courts inferior to the 
Supreme Court has been designedly ‘ ioc- 
tored,” so as to increase professional fees, 
increase salaries, and add heavily to the post 
of litigation. At present, all appeals and 
writs of error are taken to the Supreme 
Court. The Constitution, in providing that 


Courts criminal cases, and those involving a

PEACE IN LOUISIANA. 
Louisiana skies have cleared up at 
last. After ten or twelve years of constant 
strife and turmoil, crimination and recrim- 


social condition and a depressed commercial 
condition, during all of which there have 
been appeals to the country by both factions, 
there is at last a settlement on an honorable 
basis which peace and sat- 
isfaction. It is a peace which has not been 
brought about by force of arms, and which 


one that is the outgrowth of mutual conces- 
sion. If the Pacxarp Legislature in practi- 
cally dissolving has sacrificed any technical 
legal advantages it may have had, it has not 
sacrificed any principle, for, in going over to 
the Nionor. Ls Legislature, the Republicans who 
were elected have joined a body that is 

committed to guaranteeing full 
civil and political rights to the megroes, to 
furnishing equal educational facilities to all 
without discrimination, and to extending 
the protection of the laws to immigrants and 
blacks as well as the native whites. This is 
all that the Republican party has ever con- 
tended for in Louisiana or any other South- 
ern State, and, in achieving it by the ac- 
quiescence and concurrence of those who 
have heretofore resisted it, the triumph has 
been greater, and the results are apt to be 
more permanent than if an army had en- 
forced the same policy which Nionozza has 
cacepted. 

The conduct of Mr. Pacxarp in bravely 
resisting to the last is worthy of admiration 
in a man who believed himself to be right. 
His courage is admired and his abilities are 
respected by his successful opponents, and 
in this regard he stands much higher in the 
estimation of the country than his prede- 
cessor, Keitoac. He has not yet formally 
retired from the contest, and, as far as his 
powers goes, he is really as much Ger- 
ernor now as he has been any time since last 
January. But even the semblance of au- 
thority will vanish when his special police 
shall have di ving been paid by 
the Nicnoitts Government), and when the 
only Legislature in the State, with a full 
quorum of elected members, shall have 
formally recognized NronozLa as the only 
Governor. There will be one Legislature, 
one set of officials, and one set of courts ; 
and, of course, Packarp will not then de- 
grade the courage he has heretofore shown 
by an empty and farcical pretense of being a 
Governor whom nobody recognizes. 

The most cheerful feature of this final so- 
lution of the long struggle in Louisiana is 
that it has been brought about without any 
direct intervention of the General Govern- 
ment. It is not the result of Federal coercion 
or menace. The people of Louisiana have 
worked out their own salvation, or, at least, 
have chosen their own course. The Demo- 
crats have abandoned some of the legislative 


by the Returning Board, and the Republicans 
have joined the Niomozis Legislature in 
sufficient numbers to make that the legal 
body. President Hares, in the meantime, 
maintained the status quo left by his prede- 
cessor, until it became evident that there was 
a legal Legislature, and then ordered the 
withdrawal of the troops, because such Leg- 
islature had not asked Federal intervention as 
required by the Constitution of the United 
States. There has been no occasion to use 
the troops to coerce either faction, nor to 


| keep the two factions from coming to a con- 


flict. The State is now in the hands of rep- 
resentative native officers. Carpet-baggers 
can no longer be cited in extenuation of local 
dieturbances, nor as an impediment to the 
commercial progress of the community. If 
the Nicmorzs Government fulfill in good 
faith the solemn promises it has made, there 
is no reason why the political condition of 
Louisiana shall not henceforth be as peacea- 
ble as that of Illinois, or Indiana, or Ohio, 
where the people fight out their own local 
issues without calling upon the rest af the 
country either as participants or witnesses. 


Now that the diplomatists have closed 
their work in the Turco-Russian complica- 
tion, a review of the various steps which 
have been taken by Russia clearly enough 
shows that Gortecuaxkory has been the mas- 
ter mind in the negotiations, and that, while 
he has gradually lured on the Turk to in- 
evitable destruction, he has at the same time 
relieved Russia of all responsibility under 
the Treaty of Paris. The New York Nation 
of the 19th inst., in a very forcible article, 
shows how skillfully the Russians managed 
their concessions in the Conference so as to 
impress the Turks with the conviction that 
they would not fight, and that the other 
Powers would divide upon the Eastern ques- 
tion, and sums up the manner in which they 
have dealt with the other Powers as follows: 

The requirements of the Conference with regard 


stantially abrogated that clause of the Treaty of 
Paris which bound the signataries not to interfere 
with it; and, having taken upon themselves 
to interfere, the next question was whether they 
would allow Turkey to snuband defy them and 
disregard their recommendations, or whether, in 
sbort, they were going to let the matter rest there. 
They attempted, accordingly, to get out of this 
difficulty by drawing up a protocol recording the 
conclusion at which they had arrived about Turkey, 
and it inevitably contained a vague threat that if 
Turkey did not, within some period not named, 
put ber affairs in order, something which was not 
described would be done to compel her. Russia 
having obtained this formal release from the joint 
obligations of the Treaty of Paris, and finding her- 
self thus free to pursue her own course, Count 
ScuouvaLorF added the declaration which has 
brought matters to a crisis, for it is neither more 
nor less than a threat, which is by no means 
vague, that if reform should not be carried out in 
Turkey in a manner satisfactory to Russia, within 
a brief period, she would herself see to it. 


It is now evident that Russia intended to 
definitely settle the Sclavic complication from 
the very first, peaceably if she could, forci- 
bly if she must ; and that the whole tenor of 
her diplomacy has been to avoid giving the 
other Powers any pretext of interference. In 
1854, England, France, and Sardinia were 
leagued with the Turks against her. This 
time she was determined there should be no 
alliance against her, and step by step she 
has removed every obstruction from her path. 
England, her nearest possible opponent, has 
through the instrumentality of the press 
been managed quite as skillfully, in a moral 
way, as Gorrscuaxkorr and ScuovuvaLorr have 
managed her in a political way. Her people 
are no longer Turkophiles.

and be thankful for such crumbs as may fall 
to her when the final division comes. 

That final division begins to grow appar- 
ent. Austria must occupy Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina, because, if she does not, Russia 
will, and such an occupation on the part of 
Austria is sufficient warrant for Russia to take 
possession of Bulgaria and old Servia. There 
are rumors that have recently grown into 
possibilities that England may occupy the 
lower provinces. If the Turkish Empire is 
to be dissolved, Russia must either 
establish these provinces as an inde- 
pendent power or keep them, and she 
will certainly do the latter, if Austria 
occupies a foot of the territory on the 
Adriatic side. England, however, can never 
allow Russia to hold Constantinople or con- 
trol the Dardanelles. With her facilities for 
building vessels, she would soon have a fleet 
that would sweep down upon the Suez Canal 
and thus have control of both routes to 
Asia, while the English occupation of it 
would hold Russia in continued check. If 
the Turkish Empire is to be dismembered, it 
is the evident policy of England to take 
Roumelia and the whole territory up to the 
Balkans, and then give discontented Greece 
her old provinces of Thessaly and Epirus. 
This would be a natural division,—the east- 
ern provinces to Russia, the western to 
Austria, the central to England, and the 
southern to Greece. This done, then the 
Turks might be remitted to their old Asiatic 
possessions, or placed under a protectorate, 
so that their infernal butcheries, massacres, 
and persecutions should never more curse 
the history of humanity or disgrace the 
world’s record. With this outcome of Rus- 
sian diplomacy the world would be content. 
There is no complete solution of the ques- 
tions involved except the permanent es- 
tinction of the Turkish Empire. 
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WORK AT THE SOUTH 

We have on more than one occasion point- 
ed out that the real curse of the South is the 
disinclination of the native whites to work. 
Before the War, such an assertion would have 
been accepted as a compliment by a repre- 
sentative Southern journal like the Richmond 
Enquirer, and the answer would have been 
that it was not necessary for Southern gen- 
tlemen to demean themselves by manual la- 
bor, that they had their estates and slaves to 
cultivate them, and that the professions and 
public affairs absorbed the attention of all 
who did not choose to give themselves up to 
a life of idleness. There is some hopefulness 


in the circumstance that the charge of idle- 


ness is now resented; it seems to indicate 
that the abolition of slavery and the necessi- 
ty growing out of an impoverished condition 
have at least removed the prejudice against 
labor to some extent. Where there was for- 
merly no effort to conceal the aristocratic 
contempt for labor, there is now at least a 
profession of respect for it. We do not al- 
together like the construction, nevertheless, 
which the Richmond Hnquirer puts upon the 
labor question. Here is a specimen of what 
it says: 

Despite all this we went to work. Ia the face of 
difficulties calculated to discourage the most san- 
guine, all classes bent their energies to the sacred 
task of rehabilitating and gathering up the frag- 
ments that remained. First from onecounty, then 
from another, then from whole States, we drove the 
vampires that were preying upon us, until now but 
one State is left in which they have a foothold, and 
from this they would be driven out within twenty- 
four hours but for the bayonets of the Administra- 
tion. By the closest and strictest economy we have 
gradually re-established our commercial credit, and 
saved many of our public securities from total 
wreck. This is but an imperfect statement of what 
the South has accomplished since the War; yet it 
should be sufficient to cause oar Northern friends 
to think well before giving ear to such charges as 
are made by Tus Trisune and similar journals. 
Had our people looked dowu upon labor, had we 
worked less noble and manfully.—had we been 
afflicted with chronic and hereditary laziness,” 
and been afraid of ‘‘soiling our hands, —tbe 
South would to-day be the perfect desert waste 
Radicalism has tried to make it. We want the peo- 
ple of the world to know that we will work, and 
that, so far from scorning labor, none respect it 
more. No Northern man has ever come among us 
tor the purpose of earning an honest living that 
will not testify to this being the case. The only 
work the South scorns is the work of pillage. 

The kind of labor which is referred to in 
this extract is not the same which Tus Tan- 
ung has had in mind in charging chronic 
laziness upon the Southern whites. The 
South has certainly been industrious enough 
during the last ten years in laboring to get 
rid of the carpet-baggers and to get control 
of the public offices. Their work in this di- 
rection has at last been rewarded with gen- 
eral success, the single State of Louisiana be- 
ing still in an unsettled condition. But the 
amount of labor expended in this effort has 
been so great that they have left themselves 
no time or ambition for productive labor. 
The whole native white population, with 
exceptions enough to prove the rule, have 
been engaged in one way or another in fight- 
ing the carpet-baggers. The negroes have 
kept on voting for the carpet-baggers, and 
some of the shrewder ones have gained 
offices for themselves, but the great mass 
of blacks have simply used the 
political franchise as the great mass of 
whites use it as the North ; they have voted 
on election days and gone about their busi- 
ness the rest of the year. But, with the 
whites at the South, the political condition 
has been the sole and absorbing topic of 
thought and discussion. The older men have 
been the candidates and the disputants, 
hanging around to discuss their grievances, 
and the young men have organized them- 
selves into the bands of Regulators, and 
White-Leaguers, and White-Liners that have 
done the “‘ bulldozing.” Had the people of 
the North been left at the close of the War in 
the same precarious and impoverished con- 
dition as the people of the South, they would 
have avoided instead of cultivating politics, 
but would have redoubled all former energy 
in recouping their losses, restoring their 
business, developing their mines, cultivating 
their farms, improving their implements and 
machinery, widening the domain of produc- 
tion, and regaining the old-time material 
prosperity. 

We think it will not be claimed by any- 
body that the white people of the South 
have done all they could for themselves. 
The labor-line in the South is yet as strongly 
marked as the color-line. In the cities the 
blacks do all the productive work ; they are 
the house-servants, the porters, the dray- 
men,the butchers, the hod-carriers, the car- 
penters, the bricklayers, the stevedores, and 


carry it to the mill, they harvest and feed 
the cattle. Inthe North, white men who 
find poverty staring them in tlie face go to 
work at whatever they can best accomplish ; 
men who are comparatively poor do not waste 
theiretime in the discussion of politics on the 
street-corners ; business men, mechanics, and 


affaire. In the South, the reverse hes 
the case, and we shall be glad when the 
retirement of all the carpet-baggers shall

North can no longer be blamed for continued 
, and the South must solve for it- 
self the problem of self-support without 
slavery. With rich minerals, a fertile soil, 
and a climate that permits of steady work all 
the year round, the solution will not be dif- 
ficult if the whites will only take their hands 
out of their pockets and go to work. The 
negroes can't support both races. 
HOW THE TARIFF OPPRESSES. 

Now comes the war in Europe. There 
will be and is a demand for iron ships and 
steamers. Such a demand finds the United 
States supplied with monster forges, fur- 
naces, ship-yards, machinery, and labor, with 
a capacity equal to the construction of iron 
vessels of every kind to meet any demand. 
All these ship-yards are closed, except a few 
building vessels for the coasting trade. The 
American mechanics and ship-builders have 
been out of work and their yards closed for 
years, because the Tariff laws of the United 
States denied them them the privilege of 
building ships in competition with ship- 
builders elsewhere. The same Tariff law pre- 
vails now, and though there is an appeal 
from the ship-builders that, if the law were 
repealed or amended, the United States could 
now build iron steamers cheaper and better 
than. they can be built on the Clyde, and 
thus be able to recover the once great 
trade in building ships for foreign uations, 
there is hardly a hope that Congress 
will come to their relief. Though the extra 
session of Congress is called for the purpose 
of making an appropriation for the support 
of the army, there is nothing in law or in 
propriety to prevent Congress taking up the 
subject of relieving the great manufacturing 
industries of the country from the burdens 
which now prevent them engaging in an ex- 
tensive foreign trade. Despite the tariff, our 
cotton men have already begun to export 
their goods, but they are still hampered with 
the exactions of the tariff.. Without going 
into detail at this time, Congress ought at 
once to repeal every duty and charge on the 
importation of every description of material 
needed in their business by the manufactur- 
ers of cotton goods and by the printers 


of cotton goods; by the manufactur- 
ers of all varieties of woolen goods, 
especially the makers of fine cloths, 


who have been practically shut out of busi- 


ness by the tariff; by the manufacturers of 


leather and of leather goods; by the manu- 
facturers of glass and all the varieties of 
earthen ware. If any other trade or branch 
of industry is suffering because of the ina- 
bility to procure materials at the world’s 
prices,—as for instance the manufacturers of 
machinery and other iron and steel goods, —let 
the exa¢tions be removed, and let the Ameri- 
can manufacturer have as cheap a market in 
which to buy his raw materials as the manu- 
facturers of other countries enjoy. This 
would be one grand step toward a permanent 
revival of productive industry. A second 
would be the remonetization of silver with 
free coinage. With an increased foreign trade, 
and a permanent market for the product of 
the silver mines, there would be a natural 
and a large exchange of our products. We 
cannot buy without we sell; and an increase 
of our exports would give us an increase of 
imports, and thus restore the rapidly-declin- 
ing revenue from customs. The negro is 
now out of politics for the first time in half 
a century, and Congress might begin at this 
called session a system of legislation for the 
benefit of the country generally. 


The people of the State cannot afford to hire a 
General Assembly for the purpose of legislating 
exclusively for Cook County, while the people of 
that county must learn, sooner or later, to perform 
the duty which the right of self-government im- 
poses on them. —Springfeld Register. 

This refers, of course, to the bill which the 
Legisiature is asked to pass to enable Cook 
County to get rid of a scoundrelly Ring 
which is plundering it at the rate of nearly a 
million a year. There are two Springfield 
Mrnzrrrs; one is in thé Legislature and the 
other runs the Register. Goop Lx, the lobby- 
agent of the Cook County Ring, has evident- 
ly been laboring with both of them. The 
malignancy of the above remark indicates 
that, whatever the Merrarrrr influence 
amounts to, it will be used to defeat the 
Cook County bill. Now in deciding whether 
the people of Cook County have any 
claims upon the Legislature, it may be 
remembered that the population of this 
county is about as large as that of twenty 
other average counties in the State; that 
Cook County pays more than one-fifth of the 
taxation of the State; that it is regularly 
fleeced from 40 to 60 per cent by the State 
Board of Equalization; and that it stands‘ its 
full proportion of the per diem which the 
country members draw while spending about 
one-half their time at home. It must also 
be remembered that the precious time of the 
Legislature has not been consumed in passing 
a measure asked by the entire Cook County 
delegation and demanded by all the decent 
people of Cook County, but in defeating 
that measure. The bill might have been dis- 
posed of long ago, if Ring agents and Ring 
money had not put in an appearanco, and 
brought about a delay which is now falsely 
charged upon Cook County.

The difference in the case stated by our cor- 
respondent is a very plain and palpable one, 
Mr. Joxxs individually is not required to pay 
doth taxes; he is not taxed on the horse be 
bought, and also on the note he gave for the 
horse. The double tax is apportioned to two 
persons, the buyer and the seller. But in the 
case of capital stock one owner is compelled to 
pay two assessments on the same property. He 
is first taxed on the property itself, and then he 
is taxed a second time on his written title to the 
same property, called a stock certificate. If the 
company of which he isa member sells a borse 
on credit, it is taxed three times. First, 
the purchaser of the horse is taxed on its value 
as fixed by the Assessor; second, the note given 
for the horse is taxed as one of the assets of the 
company, and each stockholder must pay his 
portion of it; third, the certificate of stock rep- 
resents an tuterest in the note, and the owner of 
the certificate is again taxed upon the same 
property when he pays his taxes on his stock as 
well as on the property which the stock covers. 
But the case supposed by Mr. Jonzs is an out- 
rageous species of taxation which Taz Trisuns 
has often denounced. When the horse is taxed, 
that is enough; the note should not also be 
taxed, It may never be paid; it is only a prom- 
ise in writing to pay. The property with which 
the note is liquidated may have yet to be earn- 
ed, or, if earned, it is already taxed. The whole 
practice of taxing notes, book-accounts, and 
mortgages, in addition to the property they 
represent, is au outrage on justice and equity, 
because it is double or triple taxation of the 
same tangible thing.

Vienna, April 4.—Were it not that accounts 
coming irom the most varied sources are all to 
the same effect, it would be difficult to be- 
lieve in the rvality of all that is said ot theflurk- 
ish Parliament, so different is this from what 
might have been expected of such au assembly 
in Turkey. Although, with the exception of the 
debate on the address, the business bas hitherto 
been rather of a formal kind, relating merely 
to the rules of the House, the mem- 
bers are addressing themselves with earn- 
estness to their task, and, what is more 
surprising, show a knowledge of the subject and 
app n of the possible s of even 
formal questions which would do credit to an 
Assembly of much older date; while as regards 
inndependence of bearing and the moaal cour- 
age required to speak out, there seems rather 
too much than too little of that for so young an 


Assembly. 

The timidity and embarrassment caused by 
want of practice in public speaking are fast dis- 
appearing. The more primitive and unsophis- 
ticated state of society in the East makes peo- 
ple in general less liable to be oppressed by that 

eeling of falee shame which too often weighs 
down Western people. when they find them- 
selves in a novel position and distrust their own 
powers. The formal, ceremonious, lisping ways

TWEED AND THE LEGISLATIVE CATECHIZERS. 

New York, April 21.—The State Senate Com- 
mittee investigating the charges against Sena- 
tor Woodin visited Ludlow Street Jail to-day, 
when Tweed appeared before them and sub- 
mitted a written statement dlsavowlug any re- 
sponsibility for the publication in the World of 
the alleged synopsis of his confession, and de- 
clining to answer any questions in regard to the 
matters embraced im the article. Being asked, 
“Were there two parties in the Senate?” 
he answered, ‘Yes; there were two 
and a half les. He knew Sena- 
tor Woodin intimately; knew Wins- 
low well — he was a Republican. 
Severalequestions were then put concerning 
votes on the passage of the charter. Tweed an- 
swered these inquiries, but when approached on 
the question of bribery,.at once declined to an- 
ewer, and refused to say whether he had paid 
any money to Mr, Hastings, on the ground pre- 
viously stated. On being asked for which 
reason, of several given in his communication, 
he again declined, bat afterwards answered on 


the first two reasons, i. e., against publie policy 
and might criminate himeelf.

NELSON TUTTLE, 

one of Chicago's eartiest settlers, and known in 
former years as one of her most energetic busi- 
ness men, died on Saturday night about 11 o'clock 
from apoplexy.

INSURANCE. 


Approaching Meeting of the 
National Board. 


Large Losses in 1877---Demoralization 
at Home and Abroad. 


How the New York Department Gobbled 
$100,000 of Chicago Money. 


Sharp. Practice on a Merchant—A Tel- 
egraph Insurance Company. 


P om Our Special Corresponaent. 

New York, April 19.—Next week the annual 
meeting of the National Board will be held in this 
city. It is expected the Board will quietly smile 
at the situation. reauce its own working expenses, 
and adjourn, allowing the Executive Committee 
to perform the real work of the organization, as 
heretofore. There is a noticeable difference in the 
feelings of the companies now and those they ex- 
presseda year ago. There is not only a willing- 
ness, but a desire, to absolve the Board from all 
responsibility for rates, and permit local Boards to 
decid ch questions in their own way. The 

will be reduced largely, and the number of 
ployes cut down, without doubt. The ques- 
on of expense has become an important one, for, 
independent of the local charges. from every 
quarter the assessments borne for the National! 
Board expenses directly amounted to upwards of 
$100,000 perannum. The present situation is one 
of serene satisfaction with reference to the new 
Board competition, and disgust for the low rates 
prevailing. The local Boards have gen- 
erally met the new Board competition by 
concessions in rates, and there is less gowling 
among agents about losing business on that ac- 
count; but the risks secured by this plan are being 
carried at a fearful discount. It is not eupposa bie 
that the situation as it affects the country at large 
will be materially changed by the National Board 
meeting. 
LARGE LOSSES. OF THE YEAR. 

The opening months of the year 1877 have not 
been propitious for profit to the fire-insurance 
companies engaged in an agency business, nor for 
those of this locality engaged in a strictly city busi- 
ness. The agency companies enjoy the experience 
of wiping a whole year’s profits in some places in a 
single fre. Thus in St. Louis the large fires in 
March, and latterly the Southern Hotel fire, have 
extinguished all the profits of certain large com- 
panies made im that city in two years. The same 
experience is possible in other cities, even in the 
absence of a wholesale conflagration. An agency 
company even of mammoth size will rarely receive 
over $20,000 in any city (Chicago,, Boston, 

York excepted), and, when 
losses are made, the 
D the ear is gone forever. 
Just thie thing has occurred in three or four otber 
places beside St. Louis, and there is the customar 
weeping and wailing accordingly. The New Yor 
city companies, in the Bond strect fire and others 
which preceded and followed it, lost a haif-year's 
receipts, and are not in doubt as to this year’s 
profits. They know the result will be disastrous 
unless a lucky turn in the wheel occurs. 
DEMORALIZATION IN CITY RATSS. 

When the ex-President of the National Board, 
Henry A. Oakley, who had been uniformly a 
stickier for binding rates of the highest grade, rose 
in his place in the New York City rd and moved 
that rates be advisory, he laid on the camel's back 
the feather which broke it. Previously the effort 
to maintain the tariff was a ludicrous farce. Since 
then it has been cast to the winds. The effect has 
been mainly to depress rates, which recently ranged 
from 60 cents to 51. These have tumbled to 45 up 
to 65; although some rich stories are told in the 
brokers’ offices about English companies writing pol- 
icies for three years for the same premium charged 
twelve months ago for one year. One authenti- 
cated case is that of a building used by a ship- 
chandler, with pers of manufacturing, rated 
last year at $1.05, written in an English office last 
week at 1 percent for three years. The cheap 
warehouses, as they are called, which are rated at 
30 up to 50, have hardly beenaffected by the 
breaking of the tanf. verybody agreed they 
were cheap enough before. The scramble for bus- 
iness now is disgraceful, considering the real con- 
dition of the contending companies, but a close 
observer can detect, under the surface. the old 
struggle between the large and small companies. 
The great companies, with their millions, are pos- 
sessed of the idea—which is shared by the English 
offices—that a year of this low-rate strife will kill 
off many of the emaller concerns, andthen they 
will have matters their own way. This is a strange 
delusion, but there is no doubt it is the motive 
which induces some of the large companies to 
solicit business away from their smaller neighbors. 

DEMORALIZATION EXTENDING. 

All well-posted underwriters rea‘ize the fact that 
New York makes the rates forthe whole country. 
Risks are placed here every day on property in 
every State and Territory in the Union. The rates 
everywhere follow the motion of rates here. When 
they advance in New York they advance elsewhere, 
and vice-versa. The argument used by agents 
everywhere is, that their own towns or citics 
should be favored, because a reduction has been 
made here. On this point an extract from a letter 
written by a leading agent of Chicago to his com- 
pany here may serve as an illustration. He says: 

How can we maintain rates in the teeth of the 
non-Board companies, when in addition to their 

licies~ our merchants are able to send to New 

‘ork and get policies below our rates? Last week 
I received information that Charles Gossage & Co. 
bad placed in New York City companies nearly 
82 at 1 per cent, whereas our rate is 1.35. 

Goseage risk is one of the heavicst insured in 
Chi and, when such a cut as this is made by 
companies of undoubted character, we can hardly 
argue our customers into the belief that our rates 
wg * and equitable." : 

e writer might have added the name of almost 
every other large dry-goods firm in Chicago to that 
of Gossage & Co. They all insure in our city com- 
panies, and, whenever they can, at less than tariff 
rates. 


RISKS ON TRAVELERS’ TRUNKS. 

A new kind of venture has been started here, or 
rather has been in operation fora few months. It 
was started by the Arctic Insurance Com 7. 
and has been adopted by other companies. It is 
the insurance of travelingsales men's trunks against 
lose éither in transit by rail, water, or in hotels or 
—— places. The chief patrons of this class of 

nsurance are the wholesale jewelers, who send out 
trunks containing often property worth $20, 000. 
One of them was burnt in. the Southern Hotel in 
St. Louis insured for $5, and it proved a total 
loss to the company. Three of the English com- 
panies have gone into the same line of business, 
and, to make it effective, have each entered into 
special contracts with one firm of agents to 
accept such risks only from this frm. In 
consideration of the exclusive agency, the 
agents agree that they will thoroughly 
canvass the jewelry business for policies. he 
old heads of the underwriting profession scout the 
idea of there being any money in this business, and 
roclaim that the moral hazard involved is incalcu- 
able, because an agent, no matter how careful and 
cautious, can never control his surroundings. 

WHY THE FRENCH CORPORATION DEPARTED. 

Doubtless there has been much surprise in the 
West as well as in the East caused by the sudden 
and unexpected revocation of the authority here- 
tofore given to the La Causee Generale des Agri- 
coles,“ commonly called the French Corpora- 
tion. to do business in this city. The $200,000 
deposit ot the Company is still in the hands of the 
Department, althongh a vigorous effort is being 
made to cancel all the policies issued in this State 
in order to release the deposit. Considering all the 
dimeulty and expense to which the Company was 
subjected in order to obtain official en- 
trance to New York, there is something 
low and cunning in thus treating 
it, when all the facts in dispute were known long 
since. The plea of the Department is that the 
rr is impaired 60 per cent at the 
home office o prove this, the Department rejects 
an item called iscounted commissions,’ which 
would be perfectly proper, provided the item were 
called by its richt name. It seems, however, that 
in Frence there sa system by which policies are 
issued, * ea ten years, and the commissions or draw- 
backs paid in advance, coupled, however, with 
a contract making the amounts reciaimable on cer- 
tain conditions: Thesums thus held are legiti- 
mate demands, and og enforced in law, and it 
is understood that the French Corporation would 
dispose of its ms under this arrangement for 
a handsome premium; but our Department failed to 
see it in that light, and by ite rejection figured t 
impairment.
